“During these ten years this has 
been emphatically the City of the 
builder. Her coat of arms might fitly 
be the carpenter's saw and hammer. 
And while her business blocks and pri- 
vate dwellings have risen with’ bewil- 
dering rapidity, structures for art, 
educational, asylum and religious pur- 
poses have been rising with them. And 
notable assembiies have gathered here. 
Had we a suitable hall, this might be, 
in the noblest sense, a city of conven- 
tions. We have had the National Edu- 
cational Association, the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, the Methodist Gen- 
eral Conference and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and other 
bodies. And many distinguished men 
have been our guests, among whom 
were two Presidents of the United 
States; McKinley and Roosevelt and 
the most eminent divines of several of 
our lead denominations, with 
Booker T. Washington. 

“Amid the rush and newness of our 
people, this has already become a phil- 
anthropic city. While cruel 
wait for their prey, kind hands are 
outstretched to the unfortunate and 
the stranger. Prominent among these 
ministers of mercy are the Hollenbeck 
Home for the Aged; the Working 
Boy's Home, the Door of Hope, for the 
betrayed girl; Bethlehem Church with 
its benificences; the T. M. C. A., with tts 
provisions for young men and boys; 
just now hampered for suitable quar- 
ters, and the Young Woman's Christian 
Association, which within a little more 
than ten years, has grown from a 
handful to 2900, with 900 in classes, and 
an average of 1000 finding a noon-time 
rest and dinner in its sheltering rooms, 
where the timid giri can trust the smile 
and the hand which greet her. 

And. withal, the good men of this 
city have shown that it is possibile 
for them to extinguish the flaring red 
lights and to depose corrupt officials. 
God grant that these good men may 
keep this power in practice. 

“The ten years which I have spent 
in this church have been very event- 
ful for both pastor and people. They 
have been uneventful only in the 
absence of storms and strifes. This is 
the more remarkable as we have been 
led through many crises and possible 
parting of the ways. 

“{ found this church on the corner 
of Hill and Sixth; a faithful, but de- 
pressed company. A crushing debt 
lay upon them.” 

Dr. Day then described the steps, the 
struggies and self-dentals by which at 
length the entire debt was paid, and 
later” on, told the story of the building 
of the present ample edifice and of its 
dedication, a year ago last July, out 
of debt. 

“During these years we have been 
blessed with some noble workers, Our 
women have been untiring in their 
helpfulness; and have been with us 
at the front in each emergency. The 
little group of our young men has 
grown to a procession, and are today 
prominent in all our plans. Our men's 
league has its home missionary in the 
field, and are getting in shape kor 
larger work. Our orchestra has emer- 
ged from an experiment to an influ- 
ential organization, and our choir, with 
Mr. Skeele at the keyboard, is giving 
broader wings for our worship. 

“Four yveurs ago, you were pleased 
to call Rev. William Hornce Day to be 
my co-pastor. In that relation, father 
and 80 
inereasifig “effectiveness. TWo years 
ago, at my request, he was made pas- 
tor and I took the rank of pastor emer- 
itus, with the understanding that, 
while relieved of many official and 
other cares, my general work in par- 
ish and pulpit should continue. The 
reasons for this arrangement have 
richly approved themselves. I am sure 
that no happier pair can be found in 
any pulpit. 

“Today this is an almost new church, 
Of our present membership of over 
thirteen hundred, only 200 of those 
whom I found here are now on the 
ground. And a considerable number 
are to be added at the communion on 
next Sunday. In all, about 1400 have 
been brought into our fellowship since 
December 1. 1894. Just 100 of our mem- 
bers have died during this period.” 

In closing, Dr. Day set forth the 
great thoughts which have furnished 
the motive and inspiration for these 
years of resolute labor; 
light upon the thrilling future of this 
Coast, as a new center for the next great 
conflict for the mora] supremacy and 
paid a tender tribute to the loyalty, 
appreciation and cotiperation of those 
who, in this church, have been associ- 
ated with him.

E WORLD’S SAVINGS. 

We have daily evidences and ac- 
counts of the vast sums of money 
spent in the world—millions for food, 
millions ‘for pleasure, millions in 
specelations, and millions for this, 
that and the other thing—and it is in- 
teresting to note that, with all its ex- 
travagance, the world is able to save 
a few pennies for a rainy day. 

It is impossible to determine the 
exact amount of the actual savings of 
the people of the earth, but the gov- 
ernment at Washington tells us the 
total deposits in all the savings banks 
of the world, These savings amount 
now to over $10,500,000,000, contrib- 
uted by 82,640,000 depositors. 

The United States shows aggregate 
deposits of $3,060,179,000, credited to 
7,305,000 depositors, the average de- 
posit being $418.89, and the amount 
per inhabitant being $37.38. The 
United States, with less than 9% per 
cent. of the world's population con- 
sidered, contributes over 29 per cent. 
the total savings deposits recorded. 


[Ot the total number of depositors, or 


deposit accounts, the share of 
United States is somewhat less 
9 per cent., while the average 
deposit per account is more than four 
times and the average savings per in- 
habitant more than three and one- 
half times the corresponding averages 
for the rest of the world. 

The figures for some of the other 
great nations of the world are inter- 
esting, and are as follows: United 
Kingdom—Depositors, 11,093,469; de- 
posits, $966,854,253. Germany—De- 
positors, 15,432,211; deposits, 52.273, 
406,226. Russia—Depositors, 4,950, 
607; deposits, $445,014,951. Austria— 
Depositors, 4,946,307; deposits, 3876, 
$41,933. France—-Depositors, 11.298. 
474; deposits, $847,224,919. Italy— 
Depositors, 6,740,138; deposits, §482,- 
263,472. Hungary should also be men- 
tioned, with its 1,717,515 depositors 
and $432,810,515 of deposits. | 

The United States shows by far the 
largest average deposit, $418.89, and 
Denmark shows the largest amount 
The smallest 
average deposit is in Japan, 35.48, 
and the smallest amount per inhab- 
tant is in British India, 15 cents. 

Commenting on the figures given, 
the report of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor says in part: 

“The general social conditions of a 
country, the spread of general educa- 
tion and ‘banking’ habits among the 
masses, existing facilities of commu- 
nication, the ease and lack of forma! 
ities with which savings are made, 
and last but not least the use made 
by the population of other modes of 
saving—all these factors have to be 
considered when international com- 
parisons of savings statistics are at- 
tempted. To give but a few exam- 
ples: The total savings de ts of 
France appear less than those of Aus- 
tria, while the aggregate savings de- 
posits of Prussia are shown to exceed 
those of France by almost 80 per cent. 
Any conclusions with regard to the 
relative prosperity of these countries 
based on these figures would be erro- 
neous, as in France the savings- 
banks deposits constitute but a part. 
and by no means the larger part, of 
the total savings of the nation.” 

The report also points out that in 
Europe and even in Canada the func- 
tions of the government in this field 
are larger than in this country, where 
the state restricts itself merely to 
formulating the general legislation 
pertaining to the subject, sanctioning 
special charters for the creation of 
savings banks and controlling through 
special officers the proper workings 
of said banks. The European govern- 
ments in many cases have shown 
greater interest in this mode of popu- 
lar saving, either by guaranteeing the 
Safety of deposits or by instituting 
government institutions, chiefly postal 
savings Danks, for the receiving and 
managing of savings deposits. In 
some countries, such as Russia, Bul- 
garia, and Roumania, the lack of pri- 
vate initiative and the preponderating 
influence of the State in the entire 
economic life of the nation have 
caused the development of public sav- 
ings banks to an almost exclusive ex- 
tent; in other countries, such as Ger- 
many, Switzerland, and France, the 
local public bodies, such as the com- 
munes or cantons, from the very out- 
set invited and fostered the deposits 
of small savings by establishing 
municipal Savings institutions. Wher- 
ever the central government is in im- 
mediate though not exclusive charge

in government securities, so that the 
pudlie savings institutions there serve 
the double purpose of providing a 
safe investment for the capital of the 
less well-to-do and commercially inex-

Some weeks ago several persons 
in New York were dangerously poi- 


when taken internally, and te suggest 
the necessity for some drastic remedy 
for its extensive misuse as aw aduiter- 
ant. This misuse is far more n 
than ts generally supposed. Dr. Wiley, 
chief of the government bureau of 
chemistry, recently made the statement 
that 8 per cent. of the whiskies sold 
in the United States are cheap and 
more or less dangerous adulterationa. 
This statement, coming from so high 
an official source, has naturally had a 
somewhat disquieting effect upon those 
who are fond of the cup that both 
cheers and inebriates. Dr. Wiley’s 
statement was hrought out by a letter 
written to him by Gen Lew Wallace, 
asking for information as to where he 
(Gen. Wallace) could obtain, for strict- 
ly personal use, some absolutely 
“straight” and pure whisky. The 
question naturally suggests itself as te 
how the rest of humanity must fare 
if so noted a man as Gen. Wallace has 
%s much trouble in securing “straight 
and pure. whisky.” 

The use of the dangerous poison, 
wood alcohol, is not confined te the 
adulteration of whisky. It is stated on 
good authority tha many of the pro- 
prietary medicines and extracts in com- 
mon use are compounded with it. It 
may even be absorbed in dangerous 
quantities by washing the face or 
#ponging the body with it. One of the 
effects is to cause incurable blindness. 
“One physician alone,” says the Balti- 
more American in a recent issue, “has 
noted 400 cases of blindness from the 
use of wood alcohol—not by ane it, 
but by unconscious A in 
a single ward of New York, it is esti- 
mated, 100 persons have been killed in 
a few weeks by drinking it when they 


An obvious remedy for the great and 
growing evil of adulteration with wood 
alcohe! would be to place upon jt a tax 
as high as that upon grain alcohol—or 
higher. The only reason for thé sub- 
stitution of wood alegho!l for grain 
alcohol is the higher price of tne 
latter. This higher price is the 
result of the government's tax of 
$1.10 per gallon on distilled spirits, wood 
alcohol being free from tax. In view 
of the poizonous character of wood al- 
cohol, some measure should be adopted 
at the next session of Congress for do- 
ing away with its use so far ag pos- 
sible. It has been suggested that this 
might he accomplished by reducing the 
tax on grain alcohol to © or 70 cents 
rer préof gallon, which would make the 
use of wood alcohol unprofitable. An- 
other remedy proposed is that of re- 
moving, altogether, the tax on grain 
alcohol intended to be used in the arts, 
and so treating it that ft would be ex- 
tremely unpalatable if taken internally. 

Discussing this subject, the New 
York Tribune of recent date, very sen- 
sibly said: 


“Before undertaking 
legislation for the r of the 
abuses here mentioned, it might be ju- 
dicious to consider how far exist 
agencies could be utilized to that e 
If, ag seems probable, dangerous adul- 
terations of beverages and medicines 
are viala tions of State law, tke prose- 
cution of offenders is already practi- 
cable as well as extremely desirable. 
Mo r, in some municipalities the 
local health boards have large powers 
as well as grave responsibilities. If 
these bodies and the district attorneys 
in afflicted communities did their full 
duty, a revolution might be effected 
without any addition to the statutes. 
The suggestion of Ir. Willlam E. 
Gamble of Chicago that a dealer in 
wood alcohol should be compelled to 
label receptacies in which i: is sold so 
as to show that they contain poison is 
an excellent one. but it is not alto- 
gether clear that. other legislation is 
— demanded in the interest of public 
Safety. 

“The desire to get cheaper alcohol for 
industrial uses is ectly legitimate, 
and there its nothing discreditabic in 
the endeavor to do so by seeking a re- 
Cuctien In she internal revenue tax on 
Spirits. Whether the government can 
afford the concession, though, is an- 
other question. Those who are moving 
to obtain it declare that the change 
would not result in a loss of income, 
because returns would be made to the 
treasury on a muh larger quantit: 
alcohol than now. If the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue takes the same 
view, one serious objection tc the sur- 
render would be removed, but Con- 

ress will naturally wait for the opin- 
on of experts in vernmen’ finance 
before it takes radical measures. 


| Official figures just published show- 
ing the progress of tradés-unionism in 
Great Britain during the ten years 
from 1892 to 1902 do not hold any 
great amount of comfort for unionists 
and their cguse. The membership 
shows. comparatively small increase 
during that decade, but the receipts 
and expenditures of money were far 
greater in 1902 than they were in 1892. 
The total trades-union membership in 
Great Britain in 1892 was 1,505,238, and 
in 1902 it was only 1,916,506—an in- 
crease of only 410,268 in ten years. 
Taking the one hundred leading 
trades unions, the membership in- 
creased only 268,697, but their receipts 
increased $3,139,943, and the expenses 
increased $1,858,302. Obviously, the 
“bleeding” process continues effective- 
ly, and doubtless the “leaders” are 
thriving, as usual.
